THE COURT: Let the record show this is Julia, 
J-u-l-i-a, Eickmeier, E-i-c-k-m-e-i-e-r, vs. Kevin Kramer, 
K-r-a-m-e-r, 2014-0P-37. 

This matter is before the Court for a hearing 
on a Emergency Order Of Protection. 

Ma'am, will you please raise your right hand 
and be sworn in? 

(The witness was thereupon duly 
sworn.) 

THE COURT: Please state your name for the record. 

MS. EICKMEIER: Julia Eickmeier. 

THE COURT: I have read the contents of your Verified 
Petition For Order Of Protection. Is the information 
contained in it true? 

MS. EICKMEIER: Yes. 

THE COURT: You and Mr. Kramer have a child together? 

MS. EICKMEIER: That's correct. 

THE COURT: You allege in your Petition that on 
January 23rd, he was verbally abusive to you over the phone; 

came over to the house and threatened to hit you. Is that 
correct? 

MS. EICKMEIER: Yes. 
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THE COURT: Did he actually hit you that day? 

MS. EICKMEIER: No. 

THE COURT: You also said that he wanted to take the 
child from you and leave the State, so you would never be 
able to see her again; is that correct? 

MS. EICKMEIER: That’s correct. 

THE COURT: He threw some of the child's belongings 

around. 

What happened? Was it that the two of you were 
living together and then you moved out? 

MS. EICKMEIER: Urn -- 

THE COURT: What caused him to get so upset? 

MS. EICKMEIER: He has anger problems. 

THE COURT: Okay; but what set him off? 

MS. EICKMEIER: Urn, I don't know. 

THE COURT: Okay. You also said that you called him 
on Wednesday about visitation. This would have been two 
days ago. And he said he wanted to kill himself so that he 
wouldn't have to deal with you or pay child support. 

Urn, why is it that you feel like you need a 
Order Of Protection? 

MS. EICKMEIER: I feel, Judge, like he is a loose 

cannon. And I feel like my daughter is not safe, nor am I, 
around him. 
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THE COURT: But, I accept that you feel that way. 
What is it that makes you feel that way? 

MS. EICKMEIER: Well, his threats in the past of 
murdering me. 

THE COURT: Were those the threats you indicated he 
made about a year ago? 

MS. EICKMEIER: Yes. 

THE COURT: He said he was going to kill you; and 
chop up your body into tiny pieces so nobody would find you? 
MS. EICKMEIER: Uh-huh. 

THE COURT: That's what you were referring to? 

MS. EICKMEIER: Yes. 

THE COURT: Was that before your daughter was born? 
MS. EICKMEIER: It was after. 

THE COURT: Okay. You had a case pending in Bureau 

County? 

MS. EICKMEIER: Yes. 

THE COURT: For support and custody? 

MS. EICKMEIER: Uh-huh. 

THE COURT: Who filed it? 

MS. EICKMEIER: Urn, they petitioned first. 

THE COURT: You mean Mr. Kramer petitioned? 

MS. EICKMEIER: Him and his family, yeah.

THE COURT: So you were told by D.C.F.S. that if you 
t ask for an Order Of Protection, that they would think 
you were failing as a mother? 


MS. EICKMEIER: Uh-huh. 

THE COURT: Is that correct? 

MS. EICKMEIER: That's correct. 

THE COURT: And a woman named Jennifer told you this? 

MS. EICKMEIER: Well, she said that they would be 

looking at me, whether or not I was a good parent, if I 

wasn't willing to do what it takes to keep her safe. 

THE COURT: How did D.C.F.S. get involved? 

MS. EICKMEIER: D.C.F.S. got involved when the police 

were called by me. I called the police. Urn, the day that 
Kevin was at my apartment threatening to hit me -- 

THE COURT: January 23rd? 

MS. EICKMEIER: Yes. It was around that day. I'm 
not sure exactly what day. It could have been the 22nd. 
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I'm not sure. It was a Wednesday. But he threatened to hit 
me and was verbally insulting me. And he was throwing 
things at me. 

And I asked him to leave; and he didn't leave. 
So, I called the police. And I told them that he threw some 
things at me. And they said that the police said they would 
have to call D.C.F.S. because there was a child there. 

THE COURT: And you talked to D.C.F.S. just a couple 
of days ago? 

MS. EICKMEIER: Uh-huh. 

THE COURT: Yes? 

MS. EICKMEIER: Yes. 

THE COURT: Was that in person or over the phone? 

MS. EICKMEIER: Over the phone. 

THE COURT: And did they call you? 

MS. EICKMEIER: Urn, I called them because I was 
concerned that Kevin had temporary visitation and he was 
threatening to kill himself. 

So, I wasn't sure my daughter would be safe 
with him. And that's when they told me to get an Order Of 
Protection. 

THE COURT: Was there an Order entered in Bureau 
County granting him temporary visitation? 

MS. EICKMEIER: Yes. 
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THE COURT: Has he seen your child since you made 
that phone call? 

MS. EICKMEIER: Urn, no. 

THE COURT: Does Mr. Kramer have an attorney? 

MS. EICKMEIER: Yep. 

THE COURT: Who is his attorney? 

MS. EICKMEIER: Bob Steele. 

THE COURT: Did D.C.F.S. give you any other advice? 

MS. EICKMEIER: Urn, well, they told me to contact 
ADV SAS. 

THE COURT: And you're here with Melissa; right? 

MS. EICKMEIER. Yes. And see if they could help me 
get an Order Of Protection. 

THE COURT: Okay. And you contacted them right away? 
MS. EICKMEIER: Uh-huh. Yep. 

THE COURT: This apartment that you're living in in 

Mendota, does Mr. Kramer have any ownership interest in that 
apartment? 

MS. EICKMEIER: No. 

THE COURT: Have you let your attorney know what's 
going on? 

MS. EICKMEIER: Yes. 

THE COURT: Does Mr. Miskell know that you are here 
today asking for an Order Of Protection? 
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MS. EICKMEIER: Yes. 

THE COURT: Are you the primary caretaker of the 

minor? 

MS. EICKMEIER: Yes. 

THE COURT: I'm going to grant your request for an 
Emergency Order Of Protection. 

You strike me as a sincere and genuine person. 
I'm a little troubled by D.C.F.S.'s comments to you, 

frankly; because you can't get an Order Of Protection for 
neglect. Neglect is their job. 

It is specifically in the case law that I 
cannot give you an Order Of Protection for neglect. And the 
fact that you were told that it would be held against you if 
you didn't seek an Order Of Protection troubles me. 

But, I m not holding that against you. And so 
I'm going to grant your request for an Order Of Protection. 
The Order Of Protection will remain in effect until 
February 28th, 2014, at 4:30 p.m. 

There will be a hearing on whether to extend 
this Order Of Protection on February 27, 2014, at 9:30 a.m. 
in this courtroom. 

The Court, having reviewed the Verified 
Petition and having examined the Petitioner under oath, 
finds| that good cause exists for granting the remedy or 
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remedies requested without prior service of process or 
notice, because the harm the remedies are intended to 
prevent would be likely to occur if the Respondent were 
given prior notice. 

The Petitioner s actual address is set forth in 
the Petition. The persons protected by this Order are the 
Petitioner and the minor child. The Court has jurisdiction 
over the minor child. 

Relationship codes are child in common and 
child. The Court finds venue is proper. The Court finds 

the Respondent has abused the Petitioner and the minor 
child. 

The abuse as to the Petitioner has been the 
threats, the harassment, the calling, and giving her a 
difficult time. 

There was also some very serious threats of 
killing her that were made quite a while ago; but coupled 
with the more recent threats, the Court believes it’s 
sufficient. 

With regard to the child, there's been threats 
to remove the minor child from the mother, even though 
there's apparently a Petition in place in a case pending in 
Bureau County that has provided her with primary custodian 
rights to the child. 
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detain the minor child. 

The Respondent is ordered not to conceal the 
minor child within the State, or remove the child from the 
State. 

This Order Of Protection is being entered on 
February 7, 2014, at 3:50 p.m. 

Ma'am, if you will please have a seat in the 
hall, my clerk and bailiff will make copies of the paperwork 

and bring it out to you and let you know what you need to do 
to get him served. Okay? 

MS. EICKMEIER: Okay. Thank you so much.
